The method of transmission is by the

tbe typhoid germs 


from the patient to the prospective 
victim. These germs pass from the 
body principally in the evacuations of 
the intestines Sometimes, though nof 
often, the disease Is transmitted by 
personal contact 
They are carried on 


the feet of flies and they are 
left 


wherever the flies alight 
Those that 


make the trouble are the germs that 
are left by flies in tbe food which we 
eat—we eat It if we don't now any 
better—and once again in the Intes 
tlnal tract of another human being-, the 
chances are good for another funeral 


The most efficient weapon against 


typhoid is prevention 
U is a thou- 


sand times more efficient than cure 
for prevention is about that many 
times less problamatlc than cure The 
steps in the line of prevention are nu 
merous First prevent the flies from 
reaching the faecal matter from the 
stools of the patient, next prevent 
flies from reaching food, next, as an 
additional precaution, wash thoroughly 
all food that is not to be cooked, and 
all the time and everywhere kill the 
fly. Destroy his breeding places in 
the stable, in the manure pile and ir 
other filth
